George N. Haverly, 42 years of age, 


employed as a blacksmith in the Erie 
railroad shops at Huntington, died at 
St. Joseph's hospital in this city at 3 
o'clock this afternoon as the result of 
injuries 
received shortly 
before 7 


o'clock Friday evening, when he was 
struck by a northbound interurban car 
on the Bluffton-Fort Wayne line at the 
crossing of the Huntington road a 
short distance south of Fort Wayne. 


From the first the man's injuries 


were regarded as probably fatal, and 
surgeons were able to hold out little 
hope for his recovery. 
He sustained 


a fracture of the 
skull, 
a bad cut 


above the left eye. a compound com- 
minuted fracture of the left thigh and 
a fracture of the right leg. Haverly 
was born and reared in Fort Wayne 
and was formerly employed in the 
Pennsylvania shops here, but left this 
city eight years ago. He has relatives 
residing here. 


Nobody appears to be able to ex- 


plain how Haverly came to be at the 
point where he met his 'earful in- 
juries. It is learned that he attended 
the Huntington fair during the after- 
noon and later came to Fort Wayne. 
When seen by the motorman of the 
car, Haverly was sitting upon the cat- 
tleguard at the crossing, his feet upon 
the rail and his face resting in his 
hands. 
The car was too close upon 


him to prevent 
the 
accident, and 


when Haverly was picked up he was 
unconscious and bleeding 
profusely 


from his wounds. 
He was placed 


aboard the car and brought to the hos- 
pital, where Dr. J. M. Dinnen and Dr. 
B. P. Weaver attended him. 


Papers upon his person disclosed 


the identity of the injured man, and 
his wife, who was summoned at once, 
reached her husband's sid? tluring the 
night. 
The point at which the acci- 


dent occurred is the same crossing 
upon which Will Ve.sy's automobile 
was struck a short time ago, when the 
young man had a narrow escape from 
death.

of boilermakers on the Chicago Great

road?, was called today. The boiler- 
makers are aided in iheir fight by 
their helpers and in the case of the 
Great Western the machinists in ths 
big shops at Oelwin went out in sym- 
pathy. 


Tl>p strike of the Boilermakers on 


the five railroads followed a refusal 
of the railroads of a demand for forty- 
five cents an hour east of the Missouri 
river and 47'.;. cents an hour west of 
the Missouri fiver. 


This the railroads consider to be 


the heaviest demand ever made by any 
of t!:Pir shop employes. In an effort 
to compromise the railroads offered a 
nine-hour day and 41V1> cents an hour 
east of the Missouri river and a nine- 
hour day and 43U cents west of the 
Missouri river. 
This increase would 


have been equal to a 11 ^o cent differ- 
ential above the wages paid machin- 
ists in the shops.

It is expected, says the Pittsburg 


Post, that the regular fall inspection 
of the various local lines, to be made 
within the next month or so, will 
have an important bearing upon the 
work to be taken up next year in the 
way of improving the roadbeds. 


It is claimed by railroad officials 


that the increased weight of rolling 
stock and high speed is having a de- 
structive effect on the roadbeds. Some 
have appointed special committees to 
determine what changes should be 
made and their report will be made 
public shortly after the inspection. It 
is expected that a report will also be 
made of the tests of new roadbed dur- 
ing the past year. 


Reports issued so far this year 


show that the cost of maintenance 
and repairs on the large railroad 
systems has been almost double that 
of past years. 
This is particularly 


true of the eastern 
lines, where 


heavier rolling stock 
is used and 


where the speed has been increased. 
! It is claimed that the cost of main- 
j tenance 
work on these 
roads 
is 


greater to the mile than the gross 
earnings of many of the small lines in 
the v.vst. 
Ties cannot be placed 


closer, according to expert engineers, 
as spaces are now about as small as 
will allow proper tamping of the bal- 
last. 


When wheel-leads of 15,00.0 pounds 


were reached many engineers re- 
garded this as the limit on drivers. 
Weights have increased so that the 
maximum at present is 30.000 pounds, 
or double that of 1S93.

habits and customs of her father, and 
the consequence is she ignores her 
parents' wishes, treats them more or 
less disdainfully, acd is so superior 
that any one seeing wishes to slap 
her. 


She quite forgets that it is through 


the combined efforts of both of these 
persons whom she looks. down upon 
that she has achieved a slightly higher 
rung on the social ladder. Her father 
has been too busy making an income 
to have time for the superficialities of 
life, and her mother's time has been 
too full saving money or doing her 
share of the work at home to have the 
advantages that have been given-the 
daughter. It is partly their fault, of 
course, that she considers herself bet- 
ter than they, because they have al- 
lowed her to grow up with that idea, 
and of the many things she 
learns 


parental resptct is not among them. 


This is peculiarly characteristic, of 


the American girl, because in other 
countries daughters are brought up to 
be of the same class as their parents 
and have respect outwardly at'least. 
The idea that they may some time be 
'wife of the president" cannot enter 
n, and there is greater family unity 


is right, for social conditions change 
and a mother or a father will be the 
first to admit this if a girl shows gen- 
tleness and tuct. What was not proper 
a generation ago may be quite correct 
now, 
but that is no reason why a girl 


would-be rude and disrespectful when 
the subject comes up. 


Let her be respectful in 
manner 


whatever her 
opinions unless 
she 


wishes to prove herself less a lady 
than the mother upon whom she looks 
down.

Traffic to Be Urged in 


Coming Session. 


BLOODED BAYS FOR THE PRESIDENT'S STABLES 


Mr. Roosevelt, "Who Barred Horses With Docked Tails, Obtains Well Matched Pair 


Sixteen Hands High, and They Are at Once Sent to Washington, 


Washington, Sept. 14.—The liquor 


traffic, which is getting so many hard 
knocks from states just now, is to be 
dragged before congress at the com- 
ing session 
for examination. 
For 


years the traffic has been able to pre- 
vent the enactment of a federal law 
under which states would be permit- 
ted to exercise control of interstate 
shipments of prohibited liquors as 
soon as they reached the state border. 
The Littlefleld-Dolliver Mil has made 
its appearance at every session of con- 
gress for years. The National Asso- 
ciation 
of Brewers, 
the 
National 


Liquor Dealers' association and vari- 
ous other organizations were always 
on the lookout for it. and they always 
succeeded in blocking its passage. 


At the coming session the Anti-Sa- 


loon league 
of the 
United States, 


which has become a powerful organi- 
zation, will make a strenuous effort to 
get legislation through. The league 
believes the time is ripe for the Icng- 
delayed federal legislation. With the 
fight against the liquor power raging 
successfully in more than half the 
states in the union, the league officers 
feel encouraged to believe that con- 
gress will no longer refuse to onact 
the desired legislation. 


States Are Going Ahead. 


It Is asserted by the Anti-Saloon 


league that the federal government 
has for years thwarted the will of the 
people of the state by preventing the 
success or even a fair trial of state 
liquor laws. It is pointed out that 
while certain public men in demand- 
ing more power for the federal gov- 
ernment have been complaining that 
the states no longer do adequately 
what they formerly did, the fact is, 
that so far as the liquor traffic is con- 
cerned, the states have been moving 
ahead right along while the federal 
government has been putting, or main- 
taining, obstacles in the paths of the 
commonwealths. 


According to the latest statistics, 


the temperance uplift has gone on un- 
til about 30,000,000 people in the Unit- 
ed States are now living in:"dry" ter- 
ritory- Four states now have prohibi- 
tion laws and twenty-one have local 
option. 
The "dry" area in local op- 


tion states has recently been increas- 
ing rapidly, and even in many of the 
license states, 
like 
Indiana, where 


there is a provision which enables a 
majority remonstrance to defeat a 
saloon, the "dry" area has shown a re- 
markable growth. 


The states are doing handsomely, 


say men who are preparing to lead 
the temperance fight before congress 
at -the coming session, but what has 
the federal government been doing? 
It has, they say, been nullifying the 
state laws ia two ways. The offense 
of which most complaint is made is 
that of permitting the shipment of 
liquor in unbroken packages from one 
state into the "dry" territory of an- 
other state.

For this 
purpose they should be allowed _tp 
drop their first calf at from twenty- 
four to thirty months of age. If they 
prove large milkers, allow them to go 
to farrow during part of the third 
year. The first milking season should 
be a long one, so that the milking 
habit may be thoroughly established. 


As a rule, large, coarse cov.-s are 


not the most desirable for the dairy, 
and many advise having the heifers 
drop their first calf when quite young 
on account of checking .the growth 
and developing the milking qualities 
instead. This,requires rare judgment, 
and I would not recommend it as a 
desirable practice unless the dairyman 
was well acquainted with what he-was 
doing. 
I am satisfied that we can 


secure better milkers in this way when 
the heifers have- had the best feed 
and care, and they will come Into use 
earlier and pay for their keeping.

Similarity of breeding stock produces 
offspring of much greater reliability 
in its reproduction. 


• There Is a theory and a growing 


one among many of the breeders and 
farmers that young breeding stock la 
more sure to produce early maturity 
than old breeding stock. 
While this 


may be true, it is also a fact that 
young breeding stock does not pro- 
duce the size that old breeding stock 
does, and we are of the opinion that 
the -good arising from breeding young 
stock is more than offset by the bad 
results. It Is much safer to use aged 
sires and darns that have come to 
their maturity 'quickly than to ex- 
periment with immature ones.

As secrecy is maintained at the 


navy department no details are ob- 
tainable as to how far the process of 
affecting explosives by electric waves 
has progressed or what the result of 
recent experiments has been. 
It is 


admitted, however, that experiments 
have been carried out and that their 
results have been surprising. 


The idea of using" electricity at a 


distance as an agent against, explo- 
sives was first suggested to naval ex- 
perts by the effect which rays of light 
have upon chlorine gas. Experiments 
were made first with the white light, 
then with the different lights forming 
the spectrum. The effect was found 
to vary according to the vibrations of 
the rays. 


Later 
experiments 
with 
electic 


waves made on chemicals and on ex- 
plosives showed unlocked for results. 
French experts established the fact 
that under certain conditions electric 
wares of high frequency could lie used 
as a means of affecting explosives 
from a distance. 
Results were first 


obtained for a distance of a few feet 
and later, by varying the frequency, 
results were obtained 
for twenty, 


thirty, and oven fifty feet. 
In each 


case the explosives had to be special- 
ly prepared, but the inventors are con- 
fident that they will succeed in put- 
ting In practice the ideas so that high 
explosives may be exploded without 
preliminary preparation.

authorities and closely watched by 
| English. American and Japanese ex- 
] perls have been remarkably success- 


ful and hare attracted widespread at- 
tention.

A TEMPERANCE SETTLEMENT. 


What Lady Somerset Is Doing fop the 


Women Drunkards. 


• Recently It - tras announced that 


Lady Henry Somerset had 
retired 


from public life, to devote herself tc 
rescue worV among erring and inebri 
ate women in the settlement at Dux- 
hurst,. England. It Is now a decade 
since the Duxhurst home was started, 
the pioneer establishment of its kind. 
It has grown and developed, proving 
the wisdom of its promoters, who held 
that the needs of the individual must 
be recognized by special care and sen- 
. arate housing provisions; that the 
personal, friendly example, which is 
the salient feature of Christ's minis- 
try, must be the guiding principle; 
and that toe crushed, weak and tempt- 
ed can oaly be helped as they are led. 
It is in the spirit of this conviction 
ttat she has now gone to Duxhurst, 
there to spend the remainder of her 
good and useful life. On August 3 she 
reached the vantage point of 55 years. 
•.She has been, the guiding spirit of 
Duxhurst from the beginning. It was 
she v,-ho conceived and brought into 
existence the attractive cottage colony 


.' on the sunnj" and sweet-scented slopes 


of Surrey, which has been an object- 
lesson in correct treatment for women 
who are slaves of the drink habit, and 
which has served to bring about need- 
ed and better legislation for the wom- 
en drunkards of Great Britain 
and 


other countries. 


It is easily seen that the most im- 


- portant feature of the Duxhurst col- 
. ony is the novel and wise arrange- 
bent for the recognition of the indi- 
vidual. 
By assigning the women to 


cottages of six occupants, in charge 
of a nurse sister, the harm of contact 
with others similarly afflicted is great- 
ly decreased. A healthy home atmos- 
phere is created and each individual 
can be more readily reached with 


' helpful influences. 
The cottages are

In this simple sentence is the in- 


nermost essence of Paul's letter to 
the Philipplans. 
It is not often that 


you can condense in a single se'ntence 
the gist of one of Paul's letters, but 
this caa be done in the present case. 
Half of his letter is taken up with this 
declaration: "I joy and rejoice," and 
the other half is full of exhortation: 
"Joy ye, and rejoice ye with me." 
It 


is the happiest of all St Paul's epis- 
tles. 'It bubbles with hallelujahs, it 
runs over with hosannas. "Rejoice in 
the Lord," he cries; "rejoice in the 
Lord always; again I will say, re- 
joice." 
To say this over and over 


again is not irksome for me, and it is 
a good thing for you to hear it. 


There must have been some reason 


why St. Paul poured himself with 
such enthusiasm into this exhortation. 
The church in Philippl had fallen on 
evil days. It was a small church sit- 
uated in a great city full of material- 
ism and wickedness. Philippl was an 
opulent commercial 
center 
through 


which the tides of traffic flowed east 
and west and west and east. 
Here 


pleasure had built her palaces and su- 
perstition had made her home; and in 
the midst of it all there stood this lit- 
tle Christian community—very small 
and very feeble, lifting up its protest 
against the overwhelming forces of 
the antagonistic world. Man;- a time 
it seemed as though the contest was 
absolutely hopeless. Again and again 
the Christians felt that the new re- 
ligion would 
be swept 
away. 
All 


around the church its enemies had 
gathered. 
There were caricatures of 


Christianity afloat, and exaggerations 
and counterfeits. Christianity is eas- 
ily caricatured and readily counter- 
feited. 
From the very beginning un- 


til the present hour the counterfeits 
and exaggerations have been number- 
less. 
Religions have passed them- 


selves off as Christianity out of which 
cardinal things 
have been dropped, 


and other religions have paraded as 
Christianity to which have been at- 
tached teachings which Christianity 
does not sanction. 
_ 


Moreover, the founder of the Pnil- 


ippian church is seven hundred miles 
away and in prison. The chances are 
he will never get out of prison alive. 
He is the prisoner of Nero, one of the 
bloodiest tyrants on the earth; and the 
hearts of the Philippian Christians 
sinlc within them as they think that 
possibly never again will they hear 
the burning words of the teacher to 
whom they owe their salvation. More- 
ove'- Epaphroditus has been taken 
rom them. He Is also seven, hundred 
miles away and has been lying at the 
point of death. The most distressing 
rumors have reached them again and 
again, and they have given up all 
hope concerning 'him. 
Paul knows 


something of the anxiety and alarm 
nto which his 
Philippian converts 


have been thrown. While he writes 
he sees their 
drooping heaus and 


catches glimpses of their despondent 
faces; and that is why_he calls out 
again and again: "Rejoice 0 Philip 
plans; rejoice in the Lord alwajs, 
again I say, rejoice." 
But how can Paul say this unless he 


is full of Joy himself? A man cannot 
make other" people happy unless he 
has some-happiness of his own. It « 
imuossible to lift people to a higher 
pla'ne than that on which we ourselves 
are living, and no man can give an- 
other man that which he himself does 
not possess. Is Paul able to exhort 
his friends to be joyful because he has 
so much happiness of his own? TUe 
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And not only is the effect good upon 


he Romans, but it is also good upon 
le Christian church itself. 
Roman 


hristians have been timid; 
they 


ave been 
afraid 
of Caesar; they 


ave not dared to hold up their heads 
r speak aloud: but now, inspired by 
'aul's 
example, they 
are getting 


rave, and are not afraid to stand up 
nd profess their faith in the crucified 
Galilean. 
There is nothing so con 


agious as heroism, nothing so catch 
ng as good cheer. A heroic soul ra- 
iates vitality and hope into all the 
ouls that arc round about it; and 
'aul, although a prisoner in one of 
S'ero's prisons, bound to the wrist of 
i Roman soldier, radiates the very 
ire of God into his fellow Christians 
n the Roman church, as well as into 
he hearts of the soldiers who form 
he body guard of the mightiest king 
n the world. "I joy and rejoice with 
•ou all," he says, as he-thinks how 
he gospel is making progress in spite 
at every obstacle.

that experience more than once; and 
on trying to ascertain the cause of it

something exceedingly disagreeable. 
I had then tossed it. as 1 thought, 
from my mind— but I had not succeed- ] 
ed; it was in me yet and was work-! 
ing like a poison until by and by the 
poison found its way through every 
vein and artery cf my soul. One dis- 
agreeable thought kept in the mind is 
sufficient to darken the heavens and 
rob existence of its glory. 


And how oftentimes wo have no- 


on the earth; a man who cuts og the 
heads of women as well as men. of 
friends as well as foes, without com- 
punction; who has degenerated into a 
monster and takes delight in killing 
men as wicked boys kill flies. Paul 
knows that any day he may be led out 
to the executioner's block; the shad- 
ow of death is on him: the possibility 
of dying is always before him. But 
looking death full in the face, he 
says, "I joy and rejoice with you all. 
I hardly know which I would rather 
do—pass into the next world or re- 
main in this one.

the next world we shall be with him beautiful, the world has shone and 
the next world we shall be with him 
in another sense. 
Death will intro- 


duce us into experiences that we can- 
not have here, and will bring us rap- 
tures which we have never known. 
In that world we shall see, as we can- 
not see now, just why we were cre- 
ated and what our life all means. In 
that world we shall know, as we can- 
not know here, what God's plan for us 
really is and what will be the ulti- 
mate outcome ot all the struggle and 
all the striving.

jther men in Rome. There were men 
n Rome who had an imperfect appre- 
hension of Christianity, and they did 
not like Paul. ' Paul was keen-eyed, 
and understood what Christianity in- 
-olves. He saw that it is the most 
radical of all religions; when carried 
out it turns this world upside down. 
He saw this as very few men have 
ever seen it. He knew that the relig- 
on of Jesus is the most revolutionary 
of all religions; and because he saw 
his and declared it, he was suspected 
and feared and hated. 
All around 


urn were conservative men who want- 
ed to accept a part of Christianity, but 
not all. They bound it round with the 
traditions of the past. 
They hated 


Paul as a disturber of the peace: they 
followed him on his travels from city 
to city, spreading false reports about 
him and his work; and now that he is 
safe in prison their exultation knows 
no bounds. 
"He is caught at last," 


they cry out in glee; "now is our 
chance to bring our gospel on to tri- 
umph." 
Theirs 
was an imperfect 


form of teaching, and their motives 
were not high. Paul could hear their 
derisive laughter through the grating 
of his prison window. He could hear 
m imagination the mangled interpreta- 
tions of Christianity being preached 
to men who supposed they were get- 
ting tho full rounded truth. How will 
Paul bear this catastrophe? Listen to 
lim: 
"I joy and 
rejoice 
because 


Christ is be'ing preached:" and I am 
sure that all this, however dark it 
seems, will 
turn 
to 
my salvation 


through your prayers." 


What a different spirit this is from 


that which most of Uo possess! 
We 


want the thing to be done in our way; 
we want it to be done in the .right 
way. If the thing is not done in the 
right way we do not want it done at 
all. If Christianity is to be taught we 
want it to be taught correctly. If the 
church of God is to exist we want it 
to exist in the right form. If things 
do not go full-toned and full-orbed, ac> 
cording to our conception, we are dis 
tressed and overwhelmed. But Paul 


sparkled, the minutes have sung as 
they hurried by us: and all because 
we have been thinking about some- 
thing pleasant. Paul has been think- 
ing about the Philippians. They are 
his dearest friends; 
they love him; 


and every time he thinks about them 
his heart begins to sing. 
They were 


the flrst people 
he had met in Eu- 


rope; they had given him a hospitable 
reception. 
When they left him thcy 


ciid not forget him. but they sent mes- 
sengers after him; they kept their 
eye upon him /no matter where he 
was. They sent gifts to him—three 
hundred miles, five hundred miles, 
seven hundred miles—their love was 
unceasing, 
beautiful, overwhelming. 


Paul appreciated 
such 
affection be- 


cause he had none too much of it. 
When he became a Christian it was 
necessary to separate himself from 
his father and mother, his brothers' 
and sisters, and most of his country- 
men. He was a vagabond, a traitor; 
wherever he had gone he had been 
hated, misrepresented, maligned—but 
these dear people in Philippi believed 
in him, loved him, showed their affec- 
tion by showering 
upon 
him their 


benefactions. To think of them there- 
fore was a delight. 


And so upon this little church 
in 


Philippi he pours the full wealth of 
his gratitude and affection. 
He can- 


not find words sufficiently strong with 
which to express his esteem and de- 
votion. "You are my joy. my crown." 
he cries in a transport of rapture. Is 
not this remarkable, such language 
from such a man to such a church? 
Paul had been a bigoted Jew, a stub- 
born and prejudiced Jew. a member 
of the most exclusive of all the Jew- 
ish parties, and upon the Gentiles he

On his head was a crown, 
Of bsad-dreai!, made of birds' feathers 
and clawx 
It was dnriror. Powhaten's reign th«t 


tee Englishmen salted up tha James 
Klvor and settled la the great chiefs 
coontty. On thsir first coming the red 
men were rery friendly to them, giving 
them of corn to ont and of skins to dress 
themselves in. Then, leaving many men, 
women and children In tha "New Coun- 
ty** the slilps of tha "pale-facts" went 
frtr&y,. their captain and crew feeling 
that thoso left behind on strongs shores 
wonM be safe till their return from Bag- 
land with supplies of food and clothing. 


Bnt tha following year, when again the 


ships .of the EngllahmeE came sailing 
up the James Elver, the captain, to his 
horror, found cot on« white person liv- 
ing to tell the talB of their conflict with 
hunger, cold and savage Indiana. la vain 
did John Smith, endeavor to find some 
trace of the colony that had been plant- 
ed on the shore of tha beautiful river.
